New "York, h'e'b. 5. — Tile Associated 
Press lias been put in possession of the 
following despatches, which have never 
heretofore been published, and which 
arc unquestionably authoritative. They 
comprise the circular telegram of the 
Spanish government to the representa- 
tives of several of the European courts 
nnd extracts from the replies: 

"To His Majesty's representatives 
abroad." Circular telegram. 

"Madrid, M'arch 2."), 1S98. 
■ "The .Spanish representative in Wash- 
ington has just reported that he is in- 
foratetl by the United States govern- 
ment that on Monday next the Ameri- 
can commission on the Maine catastro- 
phe will be brought before congress 
without previously communicating the 
same to us or having the Spanish rep- 
resentation communicated to them., 

"For the reasons stated in my tele- 
gram of yesterday and the fact of the 
submission of that matter to a popular 
chamber, thus taking it at the jurisdic- 
tion of the executive power— a step 
which, in our opinion, may prove to con- 
flict between the two nations-— the Span- 
ish government deems it a duty jind con- 
siders it to lie in accordance with the 
principles governing international rela- 
tions between Christian powers to com- 
municate these facts to that government 
and to require its friendly olllce's to in- 
duce the President of the United States 
to maintain within the jurisdiction of 
the executive everything bearing on the 
questions of, or differences with, Spain, 
in order to bring them to an honorable 
settlement. And so convinced is Spain 
that there is reason to act with 
prudence, that if the above-mentioned 
ud is not attained, she does nut hesi- 
tate to ask the advice of the groat 
powers .and ask their arbitration for the 
Jttlement of the differences now pend- 
ing and of those which may in the near 
future disturb the peace which Spain 
wishes to preserve as far as compatible 
with her honor and the integrity of her 
territory. This is not only for her sake, 
but also for the consequences which the 
war, once begun, might have for the 
other countries of Europe and America. 

"You will read this telegram to the 
Minister for Foreign Affairs of that 
country.

"I told him that as the crisis had 
reached its highest point, and demands 
rapid action, 1 thought that, besides ac- 
tively co-operating to obtain a Euro- 
pean concert, the most efficacious thing 
nt this moment would be that France 
should address England invoking the 
traditions of international politics re- 
garding Cuba from the beginhing of the 
century, and proposing that both nations 
act in common with a view to peace. The 
Minister of Foreign Affairs accepted this 
indication in principle, njid asked mo 
to give him time to think, and to submit 
the matter to the council of ministers.

IN THE STORM 



Tragic End of John Mailman in 
Scow House on Pitt 
River.

New Westminster, P>. C, Feb. 5.- -Tho 
coroner's jury returned a verdict today 
of "Found Dead" on the body of John 
Malfman, whose remains were discovered 
in a partially submerged seowhouse in 
Sturgeon slough about 10 miles up Pitt 
river from its confluence with the Fraser. 
Deceased bad been usiwcl! and apparent- 
ly unable to help himself, when, during 
the recent storm his scow tilted njld 
was uooucu |jy the incoming tide. The 
only dry place was where the body was 
found in a loft on a pile of sturgeon and 
salmon nets. His row boat sank with 
the scow and water covered the stove, 
fuel, bedding and food. Too weak to 
attempt swimming 20 yards in the icy 
waters to the nearest bank, tho unfor- 
tunate man retired to the attic apparent- 
ly dying while on the lookout lor boats 
coming up the river. 

Geo. Tomley, an Indian, aged CO, who 
dropped dead yesterday, was buried to- 
day. Deceased nominally belonged to 
Kaucjmo and West. Coast tribes, but 
acknowledged by neither, he wandered 
for years. He acquired a reputation as 
a linguist, nnd could converse with any 
tribe from Mexico to Alaska. 

W. J. Whiteside, ijarrister, of Ross- 
land, a former resident here, is delegate 
to the Liberal convention a.t Vancouver.

Anti-Anarchist Bill— The d'ower to 
Make Treaties. 

Washington, d>. C, Feb. .">.— The nutl- 
Am\rehist bill will go to the House in 
a dny or two. It contains two pro- 
visions giving to foreign ambassadors 
and ministers accredited to Washington, 
protection against assaults, and punishes 
witli death any such assault which 
results in the death of a foreign am- 
bassador or minister.

BRITAIN'S POSITION. 

Persistent Efforts to Belittle Her Aid 
•to United Stntes. 

'Paris, Feb. 5. — The following state- 
ment is made by an official who held a. 
very high position during the early days 
of the Spanish-American war,' and it is 
undoubtedly authentic: 

"The Spanish government believed that 
Queen Victoria would support any step 
taken with a view to preventing the war 
and coming to the aid of the Queen Re- 
gent. It attributed, at that time, per- 
haps, too great an importance to tho 
intervention of the Queen in the coun- 
cils of the British Government. It was) 
ignorant of the fact that Mr. Chamber- 
lain wns in agreement with Lord Salis- 
bury in the desire to endeavor to render 
the United tStnfes a signal service: hut 
information of u very confidential char- 
acter which reached if. conveyed to the 
'Madrid government, that any mission of 
pacification would be well received by 
England. English society entertained the 
most hostile spirit towards tho United 
State?!. It had been unable to forget 
tho Venezuelan affair, and in I^ondon 
it was thought the proper thing to sup- 
port the Spaniards. 

"Thus the principal diplomatic effort 
of Spain was brought to bear on tho 
.central European powers, and partien- 
lr/rly Russia. It was not thought that 
England would take the initiative in its 
favor, .but being convinced, and as it ap- 
peared justly so, that'Bngland would uot 
dare to stand aloof from common action 
undertaken by Europe to bring about 
ponce, Spain thought before everything 
else to win over Itussift to her cause. 
Towards- the end of March, 1898, one of 
the leading diplomats of Spain, who 
toOk an intimate part in the negotiations 
I lien proceeding, said: "The key to 
the -success of our efforts appears to bo 
now at St. Petersburg; we shall concen- 
trate our efforts there." I 

The Austrian Emperor, for family 
motives, had taken the initiative in pro- 
posing to the various powers an in- 
tervention tending to induce iSpnin to 
grant concessions and by avoiding war 
to strengthen the dynasty. 

France and Germany were first well- 
disposed to the Austrian proposal, and 
an accord of the continental powers 
would' undoubtedly have been possible 
ha,d Russia given her support. Tho 
Spanish diploma't. of whom I have al- 
ready spoken, told mo that at Midrld 
those who were in touch with the 
negotiations anxiously awaited the up- 
shot of the conversations that the Span- 
ish ambassador r.t St. Petersburg was 
to have with Count Murnvieff. When 
the result became known, the disillusion 
was all the more bitter .because hope had 
been so high. The step taken by the 
Emperor of Austria appeared to be ut- 
terly unknown to the Russian Minister 
of Foreign Affairs. When he was nia-de 
cognizant of it, he did not seem to at- 
tribute any great efficacy to it. 

'"■If such u step," said Count iMuraveff, 
"is confined to simple counsel it will have 
no result; and if it applies anything re- 
sembling a threat, the result obtained 
will lie contrary to that desired." 

This reply quickly undermined tho 
friendly disposition that 'France and 
(Jermany had nt first shown towards 
Spain, and the pacific action of the pow- 
ers instead of being exercised collective- 
ly and or great moral authority reduced 
itself to individual ivlvice, counselling 
Spain to make no concessions. England 
was not therefore called upon to declare 
itself. The sympathy of certain states- 
men in the Conservative cabinet, wns 
certainly for {lie United Stntes. but they 
were not require/] to display it. They 
.•ifterw:v'ds insinuated that their role bad 
been to hold Europe to the advantage of 
the United Stnt«s. As is seen, from the 
foregoing they did nothing of the kind."

London, Feb. 3.— Lord Salisbury tin- 
veiled a life-size marble statue of the 
late Queen Victoria at the Junior Con- 
servative club tonight. Speaking at a 
dinner after the unveiling, the Premier 
referred to the recent Dutch note in a 
tone, for him, of unusual flippancy. 

Lord Salisbury said that doubtless 
some of his auditors thought it a bit of 
luck to catch a cabinet minister and ex- 
tract from him some information con- 
cerning that abortive crisis which had 
lately tilled columns in the newspapers. 
The speaker said lie doubted, however, 
if they would, extract much. For him- 
self, he was unable to imagine the ob- 
ject of the Dutch government, for wdtose 
feelings he iiad the greatest admiration, 
but he could not see the precise object 
they hoped to gain by this curious step. 

"It was clear that the Dutch," con- 
tinued Lord Salisbury, "had no authori- 
zation from our enemies on tho Contin- 
ent; since from the moment this action 
on the part of the Netherlands govern- 
ment was announced these enemies vied 
avith each other in declaring tho Dutch 
action to be undesired." The Premier 
explained that his only reason for allud- 
ing to such things was that a time was 
coming when the people must think more 
of suggestions of their intelligence and 
less of the suggestions of their emotions. 

"There is no longer any question of 
sentiment," continued I/ord Salisbury. 
"We have entered upon a matter of 
business which we must push through. 
What wo are now seeking is security. 
Any peace which recognizes the rights 
of the sovereign and gives us security 
for tho Empire we should accept not 
only with willingness, but with delight. 
It is useless to tell us to behave so as to 
leave a pleasant recollection in the 
minds of those with whom we are fight- 
ling. The only reason that can compen- 
sate for the sacrifice of blood and treas- 
ure is that for the future there shall be 
security in that part of the Empire tip- 
on which the ambition of Mr. Kruger 
has procured this abundance of sorrow 
and desolation." 

Lord Salisbury said he had no mis- 
givings for the future and that he be- 
lieved the war had made the country 
more confident in its external policy and 
more convinced that its opinions would 
receive due consideration from the com- 
ity of nations. 

But when the present strain had pass- 
ed away, continued the speaker, there 
would still remain clinics which could 
not be shirked. The existence of hos- 
tile feeling in Ireland was a signal that 
the effort, upon which depended in no 
light degree tho glory and continuance 
of the Empire, must not be relaxed. 

"The maintenance of our position in 
Ii eland is the most vital object the Em- 
pire has, and it can only be attained by 
strenuous exertions," 'said the Premier^ 

The Premier asked if the Irish people 
loved the government better than, they 
did formerly, and replied to himself that 
they did not. He said the feelings of 
hostility which had been expressed were 
more uncompromising than any expres- 
sions which had ever issued from the 
lips of Parnel] or O'Conncll. An Irish 
government with power to accumulate 
arms and ammunition would constitute 
a more serious threat than had the 
Boers. 

EXPLOSION IN CHICAGO. 

A Family Wiped Out and Many People 
Injured. 

'Chicago, Feb. .1. — By an explosion of 
illuminating g-.is in the basement of a 
two-story frame' building at 270 Twenty- 
Second street, this evening, a number 
of people, the total said ta be 11, lost 
their lives, and the building was blown 
into kindling wood. 

By 8:-lo p.m. tfVo bodies had been re- 
covered from tbe- ruins. Tnoy were all 
of one family. Not a member of the 
family esCimerL Two other explosions 
of gas- followed so quickly that it was 
hard to distinguish them. Tho first to 
explode was a main at Tywonty-Seeoud 
street and Archer avenue. Then the 
manhole, half a 'block south of Archer 
avenue, was thrown into the air by a 
loud explosion. The lire spread below 
the street and smaller manholes were 
blown into the air. 

The flames from the first gas main 
reached the Throstle butcher shop. The 
building was a three-story frame struc- 
ture, and il had been weakened and 
nearly wrecked by tho>shock. If is sup- 
posed that tiic occupants of the build- 
ing were knocked unconscious or were 
too panic-stricken to rush from the 
place. The dry and rotting frame struc- 
ture was soon on fire, and in an instant 
the flames had enveloped the building. 
With a roar the building collapsed and 
the occupants, with one exception, were 
carried with it to the basement. The 
adjoining buildings also 'caught fire. It 
teemed that the whole block would be 
wi]ied out before the firemen could get 
the blaze under control. 

'Many persons in the buildings near 
the explosions were knocked down. On 
several ntreet cars near the place, win- 
dows were smashed and the passengers 
severely shaken up. When people in 
the cars saw the flames gush from the 
ground they rushed for the doors. A 
number of persons were bruised and 
knocked down in the excited exit. Among 
them are supposed to be three children 
of the Throstle family whose bodies 
have not yet been recovered. It is not 
known positively that they were in the 
house at the time, but a search of tho 
neighborhood has not shown any trace 
of them. There were six children in the 
family and there is little doubt all mem- 
bers of the family were killed. Three 
other people who are said to be dead are 
supposed to be customer.; in the meat 
market. The direct cause of the explo- 
sion, is not known, but all ■indications 
show that it was due to escaping gas in 
the basement of the Throstle .house.

The fact is, said Mr.^Selz. if Victoria 
desires to keep the West Const and Al- 
berni trade her merchants' will have to 
wake up and secure a railway via the 
Cowichnh valley to Aiben.i. The peo- 
ple of the Alberni district strongly fa- 
vor that route in preference to the Al- 
berni-Nanaimo scheme; and would hail 
with delight the buihiing of a line 
which would be a'' direct road to the 
capital through a splendid mining, agri- 
cultural and timber caiuitry. 

The town of Alberni lias grown consid- 
erably in population and buildings during 
the past 12 months, and many substan- 
tial improvements are in contemplation.

Designed for the S keen a 
Sei-vice. 



The Hiidiou's Bay company Has given 
a contract to the Victoria Machinery 
Depot for the construction of ;i fine, 
modern Stern wheel river steamer, winch 
will have a number of improvements and 
novel features which will make it the 
tinost equipped vessel of its class on the 
iCoast. Work will he eomnienced at 
once in the yards of the Victoria Ma- 
chinery Depot, on the upper harbor, and 
the steamer is to he ready for service in 
May. She will cost about $25,000. The 
new st'ornwheeler is to be 130 feet long, 
2S' feet beam, and will he built with a 
special view of getting the lightest pos- 
sible draught and at the same time have 
high power; in fact, sTTe is being special- 
ly built for the navigation of the swift 
waters of the Skeena and Stikine. The 
light draught and high power are things 
antagonistic, and the hull has been de- 
signed 'by Alex. "Watson, senior, who is 
accounted the best designer of etern- 
wheelers on the Pacific 'Coast, with the 
assistance ol the best expert knowl- 
edge obtainable. As her owners have 
had no less than 12 years' experience in 
the navigation of the Skeena, they have 
been able to offer many suggestions for 
tlie improvement of the craft. The ma- 
chinery has not been designed with a 
view to the saving of money, but rather 
to got the best that money can purchase, 
and secure the least possible weight. 
Many features which have hitherto not 
been used in the construction of ves- 
sels on this coast arc to be «sed on the 
new stermvheeler; One of these .will be 
the substitution of steel wherever possi- 
ble, instead of iron castings, which, 
•while cheaper, weigh considerably more. 
The shaft will 'be of hollow nickel steel, 
■which feature will do away with much 
.weight and add strength to the vessel. 

The new steamer is being constructed 
to give an improved service on the 
Skeena. the requirements of the grow- 
ing trade on that river making it a ne- 
cessity. Her boiler and attachments are 
to be of the most approved modern con- 
struction and the boiler will be capable 
of passing the government tests, carry- 
ing 200 pounds of steam, whereas the 
usual river steamers are scarcely ever 
given boilers which carry over ISO 
pounds. Oapt. Johnson arid Chief En- 
gineer Hickoy, of the Hudson's Bay 
company's steamers on the Skeenn, are 
in the city, and the new vessel is to bo 
built under their supervision.

BETTER TERMS. 

The Times professes to believe that 
better terms for British Columbia is 
likely to bo mndo a party issue. We 
do not know whether the advanc- 
ing of such a proposition on the 
eve of the liberal provincial con- 
vention means anything. Perhaps it 
does not, but to quote our con- 
temporary, it lias chosen a very inop- 
portune time for its presentation. If 
the claim of this province for greater 
consideration is dragged into party poli- 
tics, it will surely not^be Mr. Duns- 
iiiuir's fault, ami it certainly is not his 
desire, to create an issue out- of any- 
thing it is necessary that what is .as- 
serted on one side shall be denied on 
the other, and we would bo glad if our 
contemporary will cast a little light upon 
its own position on the question of bettor, 
terms, and what attitude it thinks the 
[Liberal party should take towards it. 
L\s the Colonist understands the matter, 
the most that can 1k> charged against 
.Sir iWSlfrid Laurier and his colleagues 
is th at they have not yet shown any 
disposition to recognize the claim made 
on behalf of the province. No one has 
asserted that they intend to reject tho 
claim. The most that was demanded 
on behalf of the Conservative candidate 
at the by-election .was that lie should 
he elected as a protest against the gen- 
.eral treatment extended to British Co- 
lumbia, and not because there bad been 
anything tantamount to a refusal of bet- 
ter terms. As it has not been i alleged 
that the Liberal party is opposed to bet- 
ter terms, it is diflicult to see how the 
Conservatives can make an issue of the 
question, or if they could, when they 
can do so. Tt is premature to assume 
that when tho general election for the 
House of Commons comes around, Brit- 
ish Columbia will have the same reason 
to complain of unfair treatment as she 
has now. If the issue is to be in Jocai 
politics, at wotdd bo interesting to know 
where the people are going to he found 
to support the negative side of the case. 
No constituency in this province would 
elect a man who had the hardihood to 
declare that the province is receiving 
all it is entitled to from Ottawa. The 
Times says that tile Conservatives have 
raised a cry in Ontario for better terms, 
but we do not see what this has to ulo 
with the case. Analyzed, the jiosition of 
the Ontario Conservatives has no 
similarity to the position of the British 
Columbia government. 

But we would really like to know what 
the Times means by its leading: editorial 
of last evening. As every one knows, 
one contemporary voices the views of 
Senator Tenrplemnn, whom we have all 
lately joined in recommending for a 
place in the Cabinet. Are we to tinder- 
stand that he is to bo understood as con- 
sidering the attitude of tho provincial 
government as one of hostility to Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier? The 'Senator told nn 
audience during the late campaign that 
he could not vouch for the statements 
made on behalf of the province, ITis 
paper has told us that Mr. Dunsmuir 
was very; indiscreet, and showed hostility 
to the federal ministry by printing his 
recent letters. Last night his paper took 
a distinctly antagonistic position in re- 
spect to the provincial claims. Wo would 
much prefer not to mention Senator 
Templeman in connection with the 
Times, and to treat the utterances of 
tin- paper from a purely journalistic 
point of view, but his prominence in his 
parly makes it impossible to avoid re- 
ferring to him in this connection, and 
what wo would very much like to know 
is if Senator Templeman, as the. deader 
of the British Columbia Liberals, is 
opposed to better terms for the province, 
and regards tho presentation of the case 
by 'Mr. Dunsmuir as an act of hostility 
towards Sir Wilfrid Laurier. If this is 
his position, the political situation will 
be measureably cleared up.

IKU-ORTSMEN AOT) BUSINESS. 

•When Mr. Galbraith told Commissioner 
Prince that under favorahlo circum- 
stances the fly-fiehing of the Cowichan 
river would bo worth $100,000 a year 
to tho City of Victoria, his remark was 
greeted with a smilo by nearly all pres- 
ent, except <Mr.. Prince. That gentle- 
man knows from observation tho great 
value of a well-protected stream; In 
British Columbia we have been so ac- 
customed to look to mining, fish canning 
and lumbering as our chief sources of 
prosperity, that a disposition exists to 
treat the opportunities offered to sports- 
men as a minor thing, and the effort to 
turn them to advantage as a, fad, harm- 
less at course, but a fad just the same. 
Our business meu and property owners, 
who do not nml would xvot spend $3.00 
in sport in a twelvemonth, -are natuially 
slow to appreciate the fact that others 
spend thousands in that direction. One 
of the owners of a salmon fishing lease 
on the 'Restigoncno in Now Brunswick,, 
said that the salmon ho took. in a season 
cost him about .$100.00 a pound, and 
when tho pay of wardens"tho rental of 
the lease, the cost of a summer outing 
are aill added together and divided by the 
number of pounds of fish taken, the al- 
leged price will be seen not to be as 
groat an exaggeration as it seems at first 
sight. 

New Brunswick is tho province of 
Canada which has done more than Any 
other to attract sportsmen, and has made 
more than any other out of it. Some 
further reference to it may therefore be 
of interest. Prof. Prince in speaking 
Of the Cowichan river, said that the 
desire of the Indians to retain their long- 
established weirs could not be wholly 
disregarded, which is true enough, but 
it is also true that there would be more 
profit to tho Indians in having' the river 
become a great sportsman's resort than 
in continuing tho present condition of 
tilings. Tho Tobique river, in the prov- 
ince above-mentioned, illustrates this. 
About thirty years ago a strong effort 
was made to protect the salmon in, that 
river for anglers. The 'Indians "made the 
same objection as the Cowichans are 
making. They said that .from time im- 
memorial they had beeu accustomed to 
spear salmon in the Tobique, and so 
strenuous were they that the wardens 
found it convenient not to see the In- 
dian flambeaux. The white settlers aiso 
entered a protest. They said they were 
being deprived of a source of necessary 
food. Oil one occasion cold-blooded 
murder wa.s resorted to. [For a Lime 
tilings looked as if the Tobique salmon 
fishery would not amount to much, but 
in the end common-sense administration 
of the law prevailed, and the Tobique 
valley enjoys groat prosperity; chiefly 
owing to its being a great .sportsman's 
resort. 

The New Brunswick government has 
taken up the advertising of the sporting 
attractions of the province. At first it 
wa,s 'done somewhat timidly, but such 
excellent, results followed that a few 
weeks ago the 'Surveyor-General, who 
has charge of the public domain, told 
an interviewer that the game exhibit to 
be sent to the United States this year 
would far surpass anything that had 
been attempted. Undoubtedly for sal 
mon and trout fishing, and moose and 
caribou hunting, -New Brunswick is 
hard to boat, but in the abundance and 
variety of game and game fishes, British 
'Columbia is far ahead. 

lit would be Ojn excellent thing for the 
business interests of this province to 
have it hoconio a place of resort for 
sportsmen. No class of people spend 
money more freely. Therefore, wo do 
not look upon the movement! to protect 
our rivers and advertise their attractive- 
ness as a fad. It is a good business 
proposal. ■ ,

At Beacon Hill on the roeka where the 
breakers had tossed them, a box-lid, bad- 
ly battered by the seas, and the worn rim 
of a bluejacket's cap, have been found. 
These finds were made by Mr. Hajlies 
on Sunday. Whether they have any 
bearing on the fate of Che missing Con- 
dor is uncertain, but the board at least, 
bears murk* which .point to the fact that 
at one time it was on board tho missing 
vessel. The coat of dark , brown paint 
has been washed from the greater por- 
tion of the wood, c ; nd the traces of the 
letters -which were in white paint on its- 
surface are all but obliterated, but at +n™ 
the top aro three letters which would 
seem to positively connect the piekod-up 
board with the missing warship, for the 
letters COX can be distinguished, the 
O and X distinctly, and the O is indif- 
ferently shown. Some dots of while 
paint are shown elsewhere as though 
there were other letters on the board, 
end a small broad arrow is imperfectly 
shown on one of the cleats* which strap i 
the three boards together to form the 
lid.

Hear Sir: Having learned from Lon- 
don newspapers- that a company limited 
has been constituted in your city in pur- 
pose of researches for treasures buried 
in the past century! by Spanish and other 
pirates on the Cocos Island (near West 
India) I beg to inform you that I believe 
to be since many years in possession of 
the Key of the secret of the places sit- 
uation where the treusures have been

An old friend of my late father lias

Tho | 
only fact antagonistic to the indications 
that the board has come from the over- 
due Condor are that, iron nails have been 
used to clamp the cleats to the boards, 
whereas on warships galvanised nails aro 
more often used. . As for the part of a 
bluejacket's cap found by Mr. JLiynes 
with the lid, there are no distinguishing 
marks on it whatever, but the material 
and manner of manufacture shows that 
it was unmistnkeably part of the cap 
of '.a {British bluejacket. Where it came 
from none can say. It may have been, 
lost overboard from tho Condor, it may j 
have been thrown awny at one time by 
a deserting seaman, in fact there are 
very many plausible theories that could 
bo advanced to account for Us being 
found on the beach. And so with the 
lid. These lire -often thrown overboard 
from warships, and it may be that the 
box which it nt one time covered was 
emptied before the Condor left tho 
Straits, rpd wa« thrown overboard, or 
again it may be a part of the wreckage 
the .sea swept from her. 

The lid which is now at. the Colonist 
offlce, together with the rim of a cap, 
was shown to one of tho officers at tho 
naval ycrd yesterday. 

While reluctant to state that, it had 
come from the Condor the officer believed 
that lit certainly looked like the lid of 
a provision box, such as those carried 
by the warships. He noted the faint 
indication on one of the cross-bars of 
the lid of what had seemingly been (a 
broad arrow, and said th. n ( t all govern- 
ment, stores carried that mark. Ho 
pointed out that, the finding of such a 
board was by no means an indication 
that misfortune Iidd overtaken the Con- 
dor, ns pieces of provision boxes are often 
thrown from the warships. iSome .sail- 
ors of the torpedo destroyer Sparrow- 
hawk were also shown the lid. and all 
were of opinion that it was "part of a 
navy locker." 

The steamer Queen City reached Al- 
berni yesterday and is expected to ar- 
rive here this morning. As far as could 
lie learned from the West Coast port 
| yesterday, the Queen City hail no fur- 1 
' ther news of wrookaro to report, and 
there was no news of the revenue cut- 
ter Grant, which has been searching on 
the Vancouver Island coast, or of the 
survey steamer Egeria, which left 10s- 
qtiimnlt on January 27, hound for 
Ahousett, to pick un the boat found 
there on January 6 by the Indians, 
which was evidently one of the boats 
lost from the warship. The Grant was 
to have been absent but 10 days on her 
cruise, but this is the fourteenth day 
since she sailed. 

Since the Condor has been causing 
alarm by her long absence, the ■build of 
the craft has been much criticized, and 
the fact is brought forward that Lord 
Brassey spoke strongly against the build- 
ing of vessels of that tyne several years 
ago. Another critic of the vessel's build 
is Capt. O. C. Hamlet, of the United 
Slates revenue cutler service. This ottt- 
cer: who has charge' Of the construction 
and repair work of the United States 
revenue service on the Pacific coast, is 
quoted as follows in an interview pub- 
lished by n San Francisco paper: 

"I believe that the Condor went, down 
before a single beat could be lowered. 
You may quote me as saying that I am 
unalterably opposed to vessels built af- 
ter the plan of this British training 
ship, for the reason that their high 
houses, fore and aft. their high bul- 
warks, open water-tight waists and top- 
heavy decks make them extremely dan- 
gerous and unmanageable in a storm. 
For 20 years I have been continually 
fighting opcu-waistcd war vosselBi but

The 
Fraser river salmon, as Is well known, 
after leaving Race Kocks, almost entirely, 
unfortunately for us, pass through the 
American waters of Paget Sound, ami 
where they are intercepted In such large- 
numbers. 

It Is to ho hoped that the government 
will speedily recognize the great disad- 
vantages the British Columbia canners are 
laboring under through the Puget Sound 
and Alaska canners obtaining their salmon 
at very much lower prices, and will allow: 
the use of traps and purse-selues, as well 
as gill nets, by menus of which the busi- 
ness can not only be kept up to Its present 

standard, but very much Increased.

slvely Developed By New 
Owners. 



Van Anda .Mines and Smelter 
Working! Successfully— 
Bright Outlook. 



J. J. Fainter, the w< -'" known manager 
of the Toronto Type Foundary, :uid till 
recently proprietor of the Marble Buy 
ouirfes, '"Tex'aaa Island, arrived froth the 
Mainland last night, and is staying at 
the l>riard. 'Speaking to a Colonist re- 
porter last night; Mr. Palmer said that 
it was true that lie bad-disposed of his 
interests on Texada Island, principally 
because his numerous other business en- 
tepraee prevented his siving the per- 
sonal attention to the mines and lime 
Jiiln^ which he would desire. Some 
ttioUths ago Mr- W. G. Tanner, of Oto- 
conia, entered into negotiations \vith Mr. 
Palmer for the purchase of the .Marble 
Hay mines., in the interest of a syndi- 
cate of which Henry Hewitt, treasurer 
of the St. iPaul and Tacoma Lumber Co., 
Col. 0. W. Thompson, General Melutyro, 
H. A. Jlayward, all of Tacoma, and 
some Eastern capitalist* are members. 
This syndicate also owns a large area of 
coal lands at -Mount Tncoma, WhsIi., 
where they are erecting n. number of 
coteo ovens, and where they also con- 
template the establishment of an exten- 
sive iron and steel works, securing the 
ore from the deposits on the West. Coast 
of Vancouver Island. 

These gentlemen after having had ox- 
pert opinion as to the value and~per- 
imanency of the Marble Bay ores, com- 
missioned Mr. Tanner to secure the 
• mines as well as the lime kilns, and the 
other property owned by iMr. Palmer 
on Texada Inland. This amounts in nil 
to 1,200 acres of mining claims, for 
which they paid in the neighborhood of 
$200,000. The new owners continue the 
working of the mine and will put in new 
machinery and sink on the property from 
the present level of 2(!0 feet, carrying on 
the work of development on a much moro 
extensive scale than attempted by Mr. 
Palmer. They also contemplate put- 
ting in extra kilns to burn the dime, the 
demand for which is rapidly increasing. 
It may \xs mentioned here that since they 
took over the property another important 
strike of high grade ore has been made 
in one of the levels. They have also 
decided to start work immediately on the 
Canada group, where the surface show- 
ings are exceedingly. promising, the leads 
being continuations of those of the 'Mar- 
ble Hay. 

The company will continue for the 
present to ship their ores to the Tacoma 
smelter, although it is possible that they 
may make arrangements with the new 



smelter at Crofton 'when that plant is in 
operation. They have ten to twelve 
thousand tons of second class ore on the 
dump which carries 22 per cent, of lime, 
0| class of ore which -is in great demand 
by the smelters, which are obliged to 
purchase large quantities of lime for 
their operations. The general run of the 
Marble Bay ores is ?20 to $25 per ton, 
and the percentage in gold is much lar- 
ger than in that ot other copper ores 
found in the province. 

The Van Anda mine, under its now 
management, is being steadily developed 
and the smelter is working at its full 
capacity. The Van Anda is now ship- 
ping the matte to the Granby smelter, 
where it is converted into copper; form- 
erly they shipped to New .Tersey, and 
are thereby saving very considerably in 
freight charges. The Van Anda smel- 
ter, since it was built, has turned out 
S-100.000 worth of matte, and as tho ore 
bodies in the Cornell, Copper Queen, and 
Marble Bay are constantly proving to 
be larger and more extensive as under- 
ground work proceeds, there is no doubt 
that Texada Island has a great future 
before it.

Effoits to Fire Palaces 'at Kai- 
feng an(f Kill China's 
Rulers.

RebeEs Who Sought to Slt>y 
Planned Widespread Rebel- 
lion in China. 



Oriental advices tell of an es> 
teusive .anti-dynastic conspiracy, in 
which the well known (Chinese Kefqrni 
association wnich lias branches in every 
.p:vvt of the world, i.s more or less in- 
volved. News was also given of tui 
unsuccessful attempt made by the con- 
spirators to destroy the palaces in which 
the linpresa Dowager and her court 
were residing at Kaifeng while en route 
to IPekiu, and tlius cause the destruction 
of the Chinese rulers and those with 
them. This attempt to annihilate the 
Chinese court at Kaifeng was the out- 
come of a wide conspiracy, which had 
not only plotted to attack and destroy 
the Imperial party whilo en route to 
Pekin, but also no foment a rebellion 
simultaneously at various parts of the 
Empire to oust the Manchus from the 
pOwer in China. It was one of the con- 
spirators involved ;n this plot who hurl- 
ed a spear at the Empress Dowager -when 
tho cortego of the Imperial party was 
journeying toward Kaifeng, and tho 
assailant was at once killed by the 
guartte. The second attempt at assassi- 
nation, although deliberately planned, 
was frustrated by the Imperial guards, 
who accidentally came upon a party of 
the conspirators engaged in tho attempt 
to fire one wing of the palaces. 

After tho failure of this attempt, a 
number of the incendiaries— the exact 
number taken is not known— were arrest- 
ed by the provincial authorities of Ilon- 
ana, and— as is usual in Chinese cases of 
this kind— torture was at once applied 
with *a view to extorting confession. The 
unfortunate captives were at once taken 
to the inner gate at the big -wa'.ls of 
Kaifenff-fu and were placed in large 
bamboo cages with only their heads 
protruding, and their bodies supported 
only by their chins. As none would 
confess, although so cruelly tortured, 
hot irons were applied to the logs of 
some, and under this torture one of tho 
conspirators weakened, and amid the 
curses of his suffering conspirators in 
the mearliy cages, he related the detnils 
of the plot of the anti-dynastic con- 
s-piracy. To this "confession," all the 
unfortunte prisoners were forced to ap- 
pend their signatures. 

(According to the account received by 
tho 'North China Daily New«, one part 
of the confession declared that a num- 
erous body of men ha;d boon specially 
derailed to destroy the ChentingWPekin 
railway— if all else failed— and take up 
some of the rails as tho Imperial train 
came on, whilo other bands of armed 
men had been ordered to fire at the Im- 
perial train whenever chance offered on 
tho way. 

dn tho meantime, it appears, a search 
was made in tho house where two of 
the conspirators were arrested, and this 
search revealed a quantity of correspond- 
ence between members of the society, 
and r.lso a number of detailed reports 
on the strength of the garrisons of al- 
most every walled city of the Chinese 
Empire, their Capability of resistance, 
tho character of tho men and their offi- 
cers, and other papers relating to the 
defence of the cities of the Empire, in 
fact, information such as would be gath- 
ered by an army preparing to go to war. 
In -the eyes of the Chinese manadarins. 
however, one of the best finds made was 
that of a doyen or more volumes con- 
taining the names of the >LToman mem- 
bers of the two secret societies, Kolao 
ITui and Taton Hui. interested in the 
proposed rebellion against the Mnnchu 
dynasty. 

When the details of this plot were 
told, steps were at once taken by Vice- 
roy Yuan Shih-kni to safeguard tho Im- 
perial party, and as is known, those ^;ops 
foiled any organized attempt lit assas- 
sination being made after the court left 
Kaifeng for Pekin. Viceroy Yuan Shih- 
kni took prompt measures to guard the 
railway from Chenting to Pekin with 
encampments of all his available troops 
on both sides of the line along its whole 
extent. At the same time he ordered 
mounted troops to scwtir the country for 
15 li on cither side of the railway, 
wfth orders to scatter any body of men. 
exceeding two or three in number, anil 
arrest any suspicious characters in sight 
at the time of the passing of the train. 

Had it not been for tho discovery of 
the plot, the court would not have re- 
turned to Pekin for some time. It was 
intended to remain at Kaifeng for some 
time, and after a start was at length 
made from there, stops were also to have 
been made afe Chenting and Piloting. The 
scare over the Kaifeng discoveries caus- 
ed an abandonment of the dilatory pro- 
gramme—and the court is in Pekin ear- 
lier thi^i it would otherwise have been. 

Kaifeng-fu, where this extensive re- 
bellion was to have been fomented, is a 
city which has a big place in Chinese 
history. About a thousand years ago (A. 
D. 9C0 to 1120). Kaifeng-fu was tho 
metropolis or China. It has many a page 
to itself in the story of China's history. 
Once, in 123*2; it was besieged by the 
Mongols, and so says the historian, "the 
garrison of Kaifeng, an immense city 
with walls miles in circumference, 
and a population during the siege of 1,- 
400,000 families, or nearly 7,000,000 peo- 
ple, offered a stubborn resistance to the 
Mongols," and that 1 li months elapsed 
before the place was taken, and the 
dynasty of the Kins came to an end. 

"Later, in HMO, the city wa.s subjected 
to siege by the celebrated rebel Li Tsech- 
ing, who was desirous of overthrowing 
the iMing dynasty, then in power. Mo 
was unsuccessful, however, and had to 
beat n hasty retreat. Returning subse- 
quently, he found that the moat had been 
Hooded by the intentional admission of 
water from the 'Hoangho, or Yellow 
river, n circumstance, which, while it 
prevented military attack on the city, 
in the end proved its niin, for this river, 
so truly called 'The Scourge of China," 
indulging in one of its periodical efforts 
at destruction, arose in its wrath to such 
an height that the tlood waters swept 
away the walls, drowned thousands of 
people, exposed the remainder to the ven- 
geance of the rebels, and ended finally in 
reducing Knifeng from the position of 
the metropolis of Chsna to the third or 
fourth rate city it is now. 

Within the past century Kaifeng also 
W5*s noted in history's pages, for it was 
at that place that the Taipings met with 
one of their few signal reverses at the 
hands of the Imperials in lSoo.

due to the sold of Klondike, but evon 
excluding this there 1ms been a highly 
satisfactory advance; The exports of agri- 
cultural produce raised in the Dominion 
are not wholly satisfactory. Their value 
was less than in 1000 and very much 
less than in 1S9S, which was the banner 
year. Wo only exported last year twico 
as much in value of agricultural produce 
as the four original provinces did during 
the first year of Confederation. If 
periods of live years are taken there is 
a steady gain. Taking a few single, years 
and specific articles, wo tiud our fruit 
exports have fallen considerably short of 
tho figures for the two previous years, 
and were less than in 1S97, 1S95 and 
ISOo, the latter year heading tho list iu 
value. The export of breadstuffs was 
valued at ifSS^SC.SST, which though 
greater than in 1000 and 1SU9 was 20 
per cent, less than in 1S9S. There was a 
substantial increase in the export of hay, 
chiefly to tho United States, although 
we sent nearly halt a million dollars' 
worth to the United Kingdom. In 1S93 
wo exported somewhat more hay to the 
latter country than in 1901, and in 1S94 
nearly four times as much, "While ithero 
was a small reduction in tho value of 
provisions exported as compared with 
the previous year, tho trade under this 
head shows a very satisfactory growth. 
These few details will give a general 
idea of the tendency of our trade in agri- 
cultural produce. It fluctuates so far 
as specific; articles are concerned, but 
on tho whole we are steadily taking a 
■more important position in regard to the 
food supply of tho world. 

It is interesting to note that our trade 
with tho United Suites is greater than 
'' that nation has with any other country, 
except Great Britain, On-many and 
Krance. It is very much greater than 
•the trade of the United 'States with the 
whole, of South America. 

While there is a very substantial in- 
crease in our exports to :South Africa, 
chiefly because of the war, and also a 
very good gain in our Australasian cx- 
l>orts, our trade with China and .Tapan 
leaves very much to be desired. This and 
other phases -of the itrade question will 
receive consideration in another issue.

joining States, while off the coast and 
further south. It was comparatively low. 
These conditions caused easterly winds and 
a general snowfall on tho 29th, amounting 
to 4 inches at Victoria, and 10 inches on 
the Lower Mainland about New Westmin- 
ster. On Thursday, 30th, and Friday, 31st, 
the weather became fair, and remained 
cold, caused by the steady Increase of bar- 
ometric pressure over the North Pacific 
coast. In advance of an extensive high 
area and cold wave which spread 
southward over the province. During Sat- 
urday, 1st. this high area continued to 
move southeastward across the province 
to Montana, while along tho North Pacific 
coast the temperature began to rise and 
the barometer, to fall. By Sunday, 2nd. 
the weather hnd become unsettled, mild 
and showery In this vicinity, and light 
snow fell on the Lower Mainland, while by 
Monday, 3rd, the mild weather had spread 
to the Lower Mainland, and light snow fell 
in Cnrlboo. During the early hours of 
Tuesday, -1th, the barometer fell rapidly 
along the coast In advance of an ocean 
storm area, which, as it crossed Vancouver 
Island, caused a southeast gale on tho 
Straits of Puca, and a general rain along 
the coast. 

During the week the weather has been 
cold from tho Cascades to the Rockies, 
particularly on the 1st, when the tempera- 
ture fell to 10 below zero at Barkervllle, 
and 10 below at Knmloops. 

In the Territories and Manitoba tho 
weather has been tine with zero tempera- 
tures; the lowest reading reported was 8-1 
below at Prince Albert on the 20tn and ulst 
January. 

Victoria— Bright sunshine recorded was 
13 hours and 30 minutes: snow 4.1 Inches: 
rain .13 inch: total precipitation, .r>l Inch; 
highest temperature, -15, on the 2nd: low- 
est, 2!), on the 1st.

Since tho capture of .Ole (fcriwu. or 
Ole Olsen, for selling liquor to Indians 
on the West Coast— a, crime for which 
he is now serving his time— the. provincial 
police have been 011 the watch for other 
whiskey sellers and smugglers, 'lhey 
have been on the lookout for two men 
in particular, who are wanted for sell- 
ing licpior to the Indians of Ahousett 
and other points on the West Coast, land 
on Tuesday Edward Swanson fund An- 
drew Olsen, two sloop men, were ar- 
rested by Sergeant .Murray and Con- 
stable Mountain on suspicion. They 
were found at Cadboro Bay aboard their 
sloop, which was anchored there. There 
were ninny suspicious circumstances 
about the men and their sloop, on which 
the officers found whiskey, lire-arms, and 
the usual appurtenances of the sloop 
men who are engaged in the opium and 
whiskey traffic. Neither of tho two men 
could give a satisfactory account of 
themselves, (i(nd both wore brought to 
the provincial police station, where they 
were questioned by Supt. Hussey, and 
gave contradictory stories, one saying 
that they had just come from "(he other 
side," and the other that they had just 
come from the Eraser river, where they 
had been fishing for dog salmon. 

In the meantime Collector of Customs 
'Milne had been notified regarding the 
sloop. i',nd sent an officer to seize it for 
an infraction of the customs regulations, 
such vessels being required to clear. 
Collector iMilno fined the two men the 
sum of $200, and held the boat in 
security of the payment of the fine. Both 
men were thereon released by the provin- 
ial police. 

iSince the arrest of Ole Olsen. the man 
now serving sentence for smuggling whis- 
key, there has been a peculiar mbc-up 
regarding his sloop, and the term., of 
settlement are unknown. Olsen, sfi will 
1k> remembered, was wrecked after one 
of the winter's gales and taken on board 
the ship Santa Clara, then on Trial is- 
land, and his sloop, partially broken, was 
allowed to drift away. As it drifted the 
diver working at tho Santa Clara offered 
Olsen a dollar for the broken sloop. The 
dollar was taken, and tho sale made 
before witnesses. Next day the sloop 
was found in McNeil's Bay by n customs 
officer, who claimed salvage for having 
picked up tho sloop. And thus the mat- 
ter still stands.

THEIR SLEEP 



Chief Engineer and Deckhand 
of Steamer Senator Asphyxi- 
ated at Sidney. 



The regular monthly meeting of the 
executive committee of tho British Co- 
lumbia branch of the Navy League was 
held yesterday. The following were 
present: Sir Henry Crease, president; 
tllon. B. \V. IVnrse, 0110 of the vice- 
presidents, and Messrs. Fraser, Roberts, 
.Stuart, Uevering and J. I'eirson. 

After general routine business,' the 
secretary reported that tho memorial 
praying for the formation of ndv,a,l re- 
serves in Canada, together with copious ( 
extracts relating to what the other colon- 
ies are doing ill naval matters, bad i.<en 
forwarded to the Secretary of State lor 
consideration, by His Excellency the 
Governor-Genen'.l-iiKCouncil, and that 
conies of same are being «euL to the Pre- 
mier anil the various cabinet ministers 
of tho Dominion. 

A letter was read from Capt. Barliloy, 
(B.j.N., one of the vice-presidents, who 
was unable to attend, giving suggestions 
on docking facilities, and referring to 
an extract froni the London Standard 
of January 1, being a report of an ad- 
dress by Sir .lolni Colonib, XI. I\, to the 
'First Lord of the Admiralty, bearing on 
the defence of coaling stations and 
Colonial naval reserves, the subject mat- 
ter of which was regarded as highly in- 
teresting and important. 

It was decided to hold a public meet- 
ing of members of the league, and their 
friends, on Ladysmith Day, February 28, 
mid "a sub-committee was appointed to 
carry out the details, with - special in- 
structions to invite ladies and public 
bodies to take part in the movement. At 
this meeting the special aims and objects 
of the league are to be prominently set 
forth, together with a short report of 
the progress of this branch. 

The observations, by Capt. Devereux 
on 5Ir. Rose's scheme for a ship Canal 
from ; Bnrkley Sound to the (ritlf of 
Georgia; was received, and' a copy or- 
dered to be sent to the head oilicc in 
'London. 

The report of the sub-committee on 
docking was approved with slight emen- 
dation, and a copy ordered to be sent to 
the Premier of Canada, cjid to the parent 
league in London, so that such dealing 
may be made with it as the circum- 
stances of the case demand. It is thought 
that, increased docking accommodation is 
urgently and specially needed, as an ad- 
junct to this naval station being as ef- 
fectual as possible in, the event of war. 
the meeting then adjourned to meet 
again on March 5.

He found the room full 
of coal gas, and has son and 'Smith cold 
in death, asphyxiated iu their sleep. 

The Senator was lying at tho wharf 
at Sidney ready to start on her trip to 
Crofton on the arrival of the train from 
Victoria, when tho fatality occurred. 
Capt. Stalker came into town by the 
morning train and informed the authori- 
ties, and r, special train was engaged to 
take Dr. Hart, coroner, and Constable 
Campbell out to Sidney to hold an in 
quest on the remains. 

Louis Smith, the engineer, was a resi- 
dent of Vancouver, 50 years of age, and 
leaves a wife and family. 'Stalker was 
24 years of age, and was employed oil 
the steamer as a deck hand. 

Dr. Tlnrt and Constable Campbell re- 
turned from Sidney by last night's train. 
'According to the evidence given at the 
inquest, the unfortunate men went to 
sleep in one of tho after cabin--. During 
tho afternoon that had set up n, stove, 
the pipe from which led out of the win- 
dow. "When they retired for tho night 
they evidently removed the pipe and 
closed the window probably thinking 
that tho coal lire hnd gono'out, hut it 
continued to smoulder, and filled the 
cabin with gas, which they unconsciously 
inhaled with fntaj results. 

After hearing all the available evi- 
dence, the iury returned a verdict of 
"accidental death."
